CHINA WILL HAVE A NAVY. 
— 


Will Closely Copy Jupan’s Naval 
Armament. 


A despatch from Pekin says that a 
scheme has been drawn up for the 
creation of a new Chinese navy. 
Prince Pulung, who represented 
China at the St. Louis Exposition, 
is said to be the originator of it, 
and he has been assisted by impor- 
tant members of the Government and 
high officials. Prince Ching, Yuan- 
shikai, Viceroy of Pechili, and 'Tien- 
liang, all belonging to the board for 
the organization of the new Chinese 
army, are co-operating in working 
out the details, and it is said that 
the funds necessary to carry out the 
scheme have been arranged for, A 
special Ministry of Marine will be 
ereated, and its organization and 
tho technical language to be employ- 
ed will be borrowed from Japan. 
It was also intended to obtain the 
services of a Japanese naval officer 
of high rank to act as adviser. 

Tho central office of the new naval 
administration Will be at Tientsin, 
with subordinate establishments at 
Shanghai, Chefoo, Nanking, in the 
Chusan archipelago, and at ‘Tapengi 
or Mirs Bay, near Hong Kong. ‘The 
existing stations of tho flect at Tien- 
tsin and Nanking will be fortified 
and taken over by tho central  ad- 
ministration, and naval schools will 
bo established at tho six stations 
named under Japanese and foreign 
instructors. Tho eventual tactical 
and strategical organization of the 
new Chin navy will be in a num- 
ber of divisions, composing two or 
more squadrons, to be determined on 
later, to be known as the active 
fleot, and in addition to these a 
squadron. 

Tho pla so far as matured, have 
beon adapted from the Japanese, 
whose naval department gave  im- 
portant assistance in the matter, and 
the Viceroya of the different coast 
and river provinces are actively co- 
operating with tho central Govern- 
in en ing through the scheme.

On only 
six days the skv was perfectly clear. 
The average temperature for the north 
was 57° which is below the average in 
spite of the Warm weather towards 
the close.

FLY FISHING. 
Described by a Greek Writer In 
the Third Century. 


Probably few fishermen are awaro 
that fly-fishing dates back to classic 
times. A minute description of the 
artificial fly as used by Macedonian 
anglers is given by Aelian, a Greek 
writer of the third century, A. D., as 


follows: 
“Between Berea and Thessalonica 
there flows a river, Astraeus by 


name, and there in it fishes of a spot- 
ted color, but by what name people 
of those parts call them it is better 
At any rate 
these fish live upon the native flies 


no flies of any other part; ono would 
neither cull them wasplike in appear- 
ance, nor would one reply to a ques- 
tion that this creature is formed 
like what we call the humble bees, 
not yet like the honey bees them- 
selves. It has really the proper 
fashion of each of the above. In au- 
dacity it is like a fly, in size it, 
might be called a bumble bee, in color 
it rivuls the wasp, and it buzzes like 
the honey bees. All common crea- 
tures of this sort are called horse 
tails’ These pitch upon the stream 
to seek the food they affect, but ‘can- 
not help being seen by the fish which 
swiin underneath.

is likely to be greater proportionato- 
ly with larger fruit. Very little 
thinning is needed where high culti- 
vation and pruning are practiced. 

In spraying, I use the usual for- 
mula of six pounds blue vitriol in 
50 gallons water, with lime added 
; somewhat in excess of the test by 
jcyanide of potassium. Among large 
trees I like two sprayings soon af- 
ter bloom with winds in opposite 
directions and a third spraying a 
week or two later. I prefer arsenate 
of lead as an insecticide, using ono 
pound to 50 gallons water. I use a 
large size pump with willing men to 
pump and change or double up if ne- 
cessary, using two lines of hose, one 
25 feet and another 50 feet long, 
light bamboo poles, attaching the 
hose at the pole with a spring stop 
cock to.a 4-inch brass tubing tied 
to the pole, terminated by a battery 
of four nozzles on each line. If I can 
get enough good men I prefer this 
outfit to any power machine, as be- 
ing lighter, more flexible and less 
liable to break down, Where help is 
not obtainable the gas machine gives 
good satisfaction. 


TREATMENT OF INSBECTS. 


Among the most important sum- 
mer applications for scale insects are 
the following: 1, kerosene emuision, 
dilute as much as ten times for ap- 
ple, quince, and pear, and as much 
as 15 times for peach, plum and 
cherry. For other plants the hardi- 
ness of which is not known, it will 
be best to usu the more dilute emul- 
sion. 2, kerosene mixture for the 
San Jose scale upon apple and pear 
should be Spplied as a 20 p.c. mix- 
ture. For other,scale insects in their 
young stage as well as for the San 
Jose scale upon peach, plum * and 
cherry apply it not stronger than a 
12 to 15 p.c. mixture. Spray on a 
bright day, when the air is moving, 
although it does not need to be very 


windy. 8, whale oil soap used in 
warm water at tho rate of one 
pound to seven or eight gallons 
water. For the San Jose scale one 


should make it a little stronger, us- 
ing one pound to five or six gallons 
water. 4, common soap, one pound 


in four or five gallons water. Good 
strong soft soap will be all right 
for this, especially, if a little car- 


bolic acid, lye, caustic soda or caus- 
tic potash be added. The lye that is 
left from making soft soap is good 
for killing such pests. 5, a strong 
decoction of tobacco applied as a 
spray. These are practically the 
same remedies for destroying plant 
lice.

If you have ever turned over & 
stone near a country roadside, you 
must have been struck by the  tre- 
mendous activity of the scurrying, 
frightened ants. No other living | 
creatures resemble the ants. They 
are as alien to other insects as if 
they came from another planct. A 
naturalist who ‘has devoted years to 
the study of ants, has come to tho 
conclusion that to them there is no 
sun, no day, no night, no sound, ne 
language; that their one great sense 
is touch, and that, deprived of the 
two tiny, born-like lairs which pro- 
ject from the head, the ant becomes 
maimed in every respect. Every con- 
ceivable test lias been applied to {Ind 
whether ants are really deaf, and in 
each instance the conclusions arrived 
at were that, deprived of the sense 
of hearing, they are gifted with a 
licate sense of vibration, To 
the words of tho naturalist, 
“they hear through their feet.’’ Any 
vibration which the most delicate of 
instruments fail to register is do- 
tected by ants, and will throw the 
occupants of a nest into immediate 
commotion. 

There is reason to believe that the 
tiny insects hold regular courte of 
justice. ‘THe occupants of the samo 
nest have been seen to surround one

BULLETS THAT PLATTEN. 

The use of small-arm projectiles, 
“which expand or flatten easily in 
the human body, such as bullets with 
a hard envelope, which does not en- 
tirely cover the core, or is pierced 
With incisions,’ was prohibited at 
the Peace Convention at The Hague 
in 1899. 

But to this the representatives of 


Great Britain would not agree, as- 
serting that the use of the ‘‘dum- 
dum’’ bullet—against which the 


clauso was obviously aimed—was es- 


sential for the safety of civilized 
troops waging war against savace 
races, such as our soldiers had fre- 
quently to encounter. 

Neither would we assent to the 
clauses prohibiting the dropping of 
explosives from balloons, and making 
it unlawful to fire at an enemy pro- 
Jectiles charged with asphyxiating or 
deleterious pases. 

No exception was, however, taken 
by us, or any other nation, to the 
very stringent regulations adopted 
as regards spies. Formerly these un- 
fortunates got exceedingly short 
shrift, and even among humane com- 
manders, that but little care was 
taken to sift the charges against 
suspected individuals. 

Now, however, no spy, even al- 
thouch taken in the act, may be exe- 
cuted without fair and proper trial; 
and a spy who, after rejoining the 
army to which he belongs, is subse- 
quently captured, becomes a prisoner 
of war, and cannot be punished for 
his previous acts of espionage.

To protect Stock from being 
or injured by lightning many farmers 
practice Sground wiring their wire 

“fences, The practice is coming tuto 
nore general use each year, and when 
one stops to think the ground wiring 
of fences isan easy matter: the more 
Weare sure the farmer will see the 
value in affording such protection for| 
his stock. The planis to put a wire 
down by the side of the fence post. 
Wrap the ground wire around exch 
wire of the fence, have itextend into 
the ground at least three feet. This 
will require eight feet of wire for each 
st. Place them eight rods apart. 
Bither galvanized or copper wire miy 
be employed. Seventy-five cents or

PEEDING FOR A RECORD, 


letter to the London (Eng.) 

an Dnglish dairyman gives 
his method of feeding cows 
a public test, with advice 
treatment, which has the merit 
| being simple and easily fuilowed: 
| “the production of milk having te- 
come the staple industry of fanning, 
| tho breeding of good dairy cows 
} Should encouragement and 
liberal support, and there is no- 
thing that will further the object 
more than carefully conducted milk- 
ing trials and butter tes It iis 
impossible to select the best dairy 
cow from a fuairssized class without 
| testing them. 

“The feeding for quantity and qua- 
lity of milk needs great skill and at- 
}tention, although there is nothing 
more Written upon in our live stock 
and agricultural papers than the ra- 
tions for dairy cows, and nothing 
more variable than their formula. 
‘There is a difficulty to be met at 
this time of year that scems to have 
escaped attention, that is the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining suitablo green 
jfood at our summer shows for cows 
that have heen allowed to grass 
previous to theic being exhibited. The 
green food found by the societies 
varies from lucerne and sainfoin 
mixed clover and grasses, often so 
much fermented by being cut too 
jlong that the cattle will not eat it. 
|The safest course to ensure success is 
not.to feed on green food at all, 
but to depend only on such foods as 
can be taken with you, thereby 
}avoiding the possibility of your cow 
or cows being thrown oil their feed 
just when you want them at their 
| best, 

“As regards cakes and ineals, there 
is probably nothing to equal or sur- 
Fass one part of best linseed cake 
to three parts of decorticated cotton 
cake, with good hay and water ad 
libitum, Commence with four 
pounds of the mixed cakes per day, 
jincreasing to cight or twelve pounds 
per day, according to the size and 
appetite of your cow, keeping a 
Watchful eye so as not to sicken or 
purge; the cakes heing rather hard, 
requires good mastication, and being 
greatly relished, causes a free flow of 
, Saliva, rendering, digestion easy and 
assimilation perfect. Be sure to ob- 
tain your cake from a reliable 
, Source, with a guarantee of purity. 
|Many competitors feed with mashes 
and other slops, with the result of a 
large quantity of milk of poor qua- 
lity, and this is attributed to the 
|food being swallowed too rapidly and 
not being pr

“The treatment of cows having to 
travel any distance to shows requires 
attention. They should be fed spar- 
jingly the day previous to the jour- 
ney, amd should only get a little hay 
and water’ on the morning before 
they start.

Jot of unnecessary work; but if light- 
ly fed the animals will stand their 
journey much Letter and commence 
|feeding as soon as they reach their 
| destination. A careful herdsman will 
)see that his charge is not disturbed 
by every curious passerby. Quictude 
is essential to dairy cows. 

“The milking is a most important 
item, and upon which success much 
depends, The cow and her milker 
should be on the best of terms, in 
fact, they should te positively fond 
of cach other. The milking should be 
done so carefully that the cow looks 
\forward to the operation as a relief 
and comfort, the pace at which the 
milk should be drawn must be regu- 
| lated by the cow and not the milker; 
it is all very well for men to talk 
aboulfast or slow milking, but it 
must ke dene in accordance with the 
construction of the udder and teats, 
{if the latter are large and the outlet 
jthe same, free milking may take 
| place, but if the teats are small and 
‘the passage somewhat constricted, it 
is impossible to force out the milk 
rapidly without causing the animal 
| pain, therefore, slow milking  muot 
be resorted to. Be sure and get the 
last drop out, that is often what 
wins,””

ODD EXPERIMENT. 
A Garden City in the Suburbs of 
London. 


In the suburbs of London, Eng- 
land, a few miles away from  Hit- 
chin, is being built a model town 
called ‘‘The Garden City,’’ 

Already it has been considercd nec- 
essary to form an ‘‘open space,’’ and 
Mr. C. B, Osman, the deputy mas- 
ter, and several memters of the Gar- 
deners’ Company traveled down from 
London for the ceremony of inaugur- 
ation. The piece of ground chosen 
for the park is well wooded, and a 
little stream ilowing through it has 
been induced to form picturesque 
lakes. Mr. Osman in @eclaring it 
Open gave it the name of Howard 
Park, in memory of the late wife of 
Mr. Howard, the author of the 
“Garden City’? idea. The city itself 
is in a fair way to materialize. Al- 
ready it has waterworks, construct- 
ed at a cost of $60,000, and a sewer- 
age system, while its gas works will 
be at work about midsummer, 

Thanks partly to the labors of 
some 400 of the London unemployed, 
it has about four miles of well-made 
road. The present population num- 
bers abont 1,000, and already has 
provided itself with gold links. 

At present a number of buildings 
in various materials are being erect- 
ed for the cheap cottage system ex- 
hibition to be held this summer, 
which it is hoped will solve for the 
land-owner the problem of how a 
comfortable cottage can be construct- 
ed for about $75. One very inter- 
esting experiment jis to be tried 
shortly. Two small houses, with a 
common kitchen, are being construct- 
ed. ‘The economy of space in such 
an arrangement needs no such em- 
phasis, and if two housewives can 
work at the same stove in peace and 
good-will the experiment should suc- 
ceed, If it does, a block of three 
houses with commion kitchens will be 
tried. 

Some progress in these arrange 
ments may be made towards a com- 
mon meal. It is not contemplated 
that families should dine together, 
but that while each has its own meal 
a member of one family may par- 
take of a dish belonging to the 
other. and vice versa. Thus, a 
greater variety in the menu may be 
obtained, Whether tliese devices will 
be successful is, however, a matter 
for the future. The schemes are 
merely incidental, and not part of 
ihe enterprise, but the new city of- 
fers a most favorable field for this 
and other experiments.

Shepherd's Pie.—Fry one sliced on- 
ion in q quarter of a cupful of melt- 
ed butter until of a golden brown, 
add a quarter of a cupful of flour, 
cook until frothy, then stir in gradu- 
ally one pint of brown stock, season 
With salt and pepper, and cook three 
minutes, Now stir in three cupfuls 
of cold meat cut into small Pieces, 
mix well, then turn into a buttered 
baking dish, cover with Seasoned hot 
mashed potato, brush with egg, and 
brown in the oven. 

Poston Brown Bread.—One cup of 
unsifted wheat flour, one of Indian 
meal, unsifted, one of rye meal, un- 
sifted, one-half cup of molasses, one- 
Half cup of raisins, two teaspoonfuls 
of salt, one teaspoonful of soda. Mix 
with dnilk about as soft as ginger- 
bread; steam three hours. 

Pull Omelet—Melt a tablespoonful 
butter in a saucepan, stir in a scant 
tablespoonful of flour, add a half- 
cupful of hot milk and cook three 
minutes. Separate the yolks and 
‘whites of four eggs, beat the yolks 
Season with a third-teaspoonful of 
salt and a half-saltspoonful of white 
Pepper; add the white sauce, beating 


well, fold in the stiffly beaten whites.

tainif a level tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Cover the pan and cook the 
omelet in a hot oven for ten min- 
utes. Fold and remove to hot plat- 
ter.

Banana Carlotte—Soak one and 
one-third tablespoonfuls of granulat- 
ed gelatin in one-third of a cup of 
cold water. Heat one cup of banana 
pulp in a double boiler; when thor- 
oughly hot add a scant cup of sugar. 
When the sugar is dissolved remove 
from the fire. Pour onethird of 
cup of boiling water over the gela- 
tin, then add the hot banana pulp. 
Add also the juice of a sour orange. 
Set the dish containing the mixture 
in a pan of ice water. Just before 
it begins to set fold into it the 
stiffly beaten whites of four eggs. 
Pour into a mold which has been 
lined with banana slices. Walf the 
recipe might be enough, 

Beef a La Mode.—With a sharp 
knife make through a round of beef 
incisions an inch apart. Into the 
holes thus made stick long strips of 
fat salt pork. Rub the meat with 
a dressing made of equal parts of 
oil-and vinegar, seasoned with salt 
and pepper. Let the meat lie in 
this for eight hours. Put the meat 
into a covered roaster, pour a pint 
of beef stock around it and roast for 
four hours. Sect away in the gravy 
with a weight on top. When cold 
slice very thin and serve, 

Beef Loaf.—Mix together 
pounds of chopped raw beef, 
quarter of a pound of minced salt 
pork, one cup of cracker dust, two 
teaspoonfuls, cach, of salt and pep- 
per, and moisten all with two beaten 
eggs and a teaspoonful of onion 
juice, Work in two tablespoonfuls 
of melted butter, and pack in a 
greased mold. Cover; set in a roast- 
ing pan of boiling water and cook 
ina steady oven for two hours, Let 
the loaf get cold in the mold before 
turning out. 

Jellied Beef Tongue.—Doil a tongue 
and when cold place it in a Lrick- 
shaped mold. Into a pint of  sea- 
soned and heated beef stock stir a 
half-box of soaked gelatin and when 
this 4s dissolved pour the stock 
around the tongue in the mold, When 
cool, set om the ice until the jelly 
is very firm. Turn out on a cold 
platter. 

Strawherry Sauce.—Wash one- 
quarter cupful of butter in a bowl, 
and stir till creamy; then add, grad- 
ually, a three-quarter cupful of pow- 
dered sugar, stirring constantly.

SOME MYSTERIES SURROUND-

Species of Acacia Give Board to 
Ants in Return for 
Protection. 

The latest development in plant 
culture is an extraordinary one.

Though they have in their composi- 
tion a comparatively large amount 
of nitrogen, they will grow well in 
goil which is practically destitute of 
it—which, too, is invariably found 
to contain more after they have been. 
grown than it did before. Where and 
how do they get it? 

There is another peculiarity about 
these plants. Attached to tho roots 
aro shapeless nodules of various sizes.

Here was the solution of what had 
hitherto been a most puzzling 
mystery. It showed why legumens 
are indepemdent of nitrogen in the 


as thoy scatter thoir seeds around 
them’ a Whole colony soon springs up 
where previously thore was only a 
single settler. 

But there ig more in it than that. 
The taller and more striking kinds 
do not generally keep together in 
this manner. 'Thistles, for example, 
endeavor to get as far from one ane 
other as possible, and for this pur- 
pose cach seed is suspended from a 
tiny parachute, which enables it to 
float a long distance on tho wind. 

The plants with sociablo habits are 
usually small, and bear inconspicu- 
ous flowers. If they grew singly 
they would run great risk of being 
passed unnoticed by the bees and 
moths, upon which they depend for 
their fortilization, but when they are 
massed together it is different, Menco

|WONDER-WORKING BILLS 


Things Which Birds Do With 
Those Two Pieces of 
Horn, 


ie a man’s hands and arms tight- 
ly behind his back, stand him on his 
feet, and tell him he must hereafter 
find and prepare his food, build his 
home, defend himself from his ene 
mies and perform all the business of 
life in such a position and what a 
pitable object he would present. Yet 
this is not unlike what birds have 
to do. Almost every form of animal 
and vegetable life is used as food 
by one or another  6f the species; 
their most intricately built houses 
and their methods of defense are to 
be numbered by the score; tho care 
of their delicate plumage would alone 
geem to necessitate many and varied 
instruments; yot all this is made pos- 
sible and chiefly executed by one 
small portion of the animal—its bill 
or beak, 

If you would spend an afternoon at 
a zoological park watching the ways 
in Which the bills of the various 
birds are used, you will not boast of 
your own accomplishments when you 
realizg how nwuch more, comparativo- 
ly, the bird is able to achieve with 
tho aid of only two projecting pieces 


of horn, In the parks most of the 
birds are situated exactly as they 
would be in their native home, ¢n- 


joying crag, wood or beach, as the 
case may be, and if we turn natural- 
ist for awhile, the why and where- 
fore of many of the curious beaks 
will be made plain. = 

A TPRRIFIC SCREECH 

from a parrot calls our attention to 
that bird, and the thought comes— 
big voice, big beak; but that is a 
mistake, Unlike the mouths and 
lips of other animals, the bills of 
birds have nothing to do with their 
voices, the controlling muscles being 
far down, near the base of the neck, 
The beak of a parrot is a wonderful 
tool. In the first place, both upper 
and under mandibles, or jaws, are 
hinged to the skull, thus giving 
great flexibility and freedom of 
movement, A parrot can swallow 
nothing but the most finely com- 
minuted particles of food, so that 
the great beak has indentations like 
teeth, and ridges which act as files 
or rasps to grind the Hardest food. 
In climbing these birds use their 
beaks as frecly as their feet, and 
many hang themselves up by means 
of the curved tip when thoy go to 
sleep. Their beak muscles are 
stronger than even those of eagles, 
and a macaw has power enough to 
bite through wire as if it were 
paper. 

Fruits and seeds form the normal 
food of these birds, and the way in 
which they can husk a sunflower seed 
is wonderful. There is one notable 
exception to a vegetable dict, how- 
ever, among them. Years ago sct- 
tlers introduced sheep into New Zea- 
land, and the Kea parrots, native to 
that country, which were driven by 
winter storms from the mountains to 
the low pasture lands, and acquired 
a taste for tho fat on shéep-skins 
which Had teen hung up to dry. 
From these they turned to the living 
animals, and have now become 

A VERTIVABLIE SCOURGE 


to the sheep raisers, Several, of 
these savage birds will attack a 
living animal, and, tearing .through 
Wool and flesh with their terrible 
beaks, kill the sheep in a very short 
time. From harmless vegetable fecd- 
ers they have become ravenous. 

In a nearby cage in the bird-house 
are the woodpeckers, which belong to 
the saine general division as the par- 
rots, as is shown by their haying two 
toes in front and two behind. ‘Their 
bills, however, are very different. 
Long sharp-pointed drills, backed up 
by strong neck muscles, they serve 
their owners well for penetrating to 
the burrows of wood-boring insects. 
Parrots sometimes chew or gnaw at 
their nesting holes, but the symmet- 
rical homes of the woodpec + are 
drilled yvapidly and with pre ion. 
The giant ivory-billed woodpecker of 
the Southern States will often -rip 
off chips as large as a man’s hand, 
But as may be imagined, such a per- 
fect instrument as this has other 
uses besides uncovering food and 
drilling nesting places. What hide- 
covered drum ever equaled the s0- 
norous musical roll resonant trunks 
peckers extract from resonant trunks 
—sounding, boards especially prepared 
and seasoned by that reliable firm

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THE LABRADOR “‘LIVEYERES.’

How These Poor People Live in 
the Winter Season. 


Mr. Norman Duncan, in his recent 
book, ‘Doctor Grenfell’s Parish,’ de- 
scribes graphically the three classes 
of people among whom the heroic 
physician labors, who by sea or by 


‘dog-sled patrols the perilous coast of 


Labrador, where ordinary resident 
physicians are unknown. He is phy- 
sician, missionary and magistrate in 
one, and needed in each capacity 
alike by fisherman, ‘‘outporter’’ and 
‘liveyere’’; but perhaps the liveyere 
needs him most, " 

The liveyere gains his name from 
the customary form of his reply to 
the visitor’s usual question, 

“Oh, aye, zur, I lives yere,’’ he 
says, with more cheerfulness than 
the desolate region and his bitter 
poverty would seem to warrant; and 
as a “‘‘liveyere’’ he is always known. 
One liveyere also said of his life 
there, and also said it cheerfully, for 
to him it was merely the statement 
of a commonplace fact: ‘Tis a short 
feast and a long famine.”’ 

The ‘‘feast,’’ even in summer-time, 
when fish and berries and  turnip- 
tops for greens are available, a vis- 
itor for other climes might question; 
but the “long famine’’ of winter he 
could scarcely doubt. Salt junk is 
a luxury then; potatoes a dainty. 
Many a wretched family exists on a 
diet of flour and water only before 
the season ends, or makos a paste of 
roots and remnants of flour, and 
doles out a careful ration to each 
member from day to day till the 
“‘break-up’’ makes it possible to re- 
plenish the larder. If the winter is 
unusually fierce or prolonged, -so 
that food and fuel run low, actual 
starvation and freezing lurk terribly 
near, and too often take toll of the 
weakest even when the strong sur- 
vive. Of course, the scant and wret- 
ched food produces much sickness; 
and at any time of year strengthen- 
ing or delicate diet for invalids—eggs 
poultry, even milk for the babies— 
can rarely be obtained at any price. 
No domestic animals, not even the 
hardy and belligerent goat, can be 
kept; for the “‘huskies,”’ the wolfish 
dogs which all must have for sledge 
service in winter, make it impossi- 
ble. 

One enterprising man, by maroon- 
ing his dogs on an island half a mile 
from the coast, did manage to keep 
a pig and a sheep for a whole seas- 


on; then unhappily a strong wind 
blew offshore bearing the scent, and 
the next morning they were gone. 


The dogs, to be sure, were found 
safe on their island, engaged in in- 
nocent sport; but their jaws and 
coats still bore traces of their mid- 
night foray, which not even the long 
swim home had quite removed.

A MOTOR FIRE-ENGINE, 


London, the greatest city of the 
world, is not given to boasting, but 
just now it has the largest and most 
powerful motor fire-engino in exis- 
tence.

It is impossible to 
even approximate the total value of 
this wonderful heirloom of the  ra- 
jahs of Dholpur, It is priceless. 
Far less showy; but scarcely infer+ 
jor in Value, is the family inheri- 
tance of the Rajahs of Gwalior. His 
is a wealth of emeralds. The three 
bands of immense stones which, in 
terspersed with numerous smaller 
ones, form a broad collar over the 
chest and shoulders, are native cut. 


Nor will their owner consider the 
suggestion that they be recut with 
modern skill and methods. What 


they might gain in brillianey by the 
operation would be more than offset, 
in his mind, by what they would lose 
in size. The value of cach of the 
large stones is about $50,000, 

The strips of gold embroidery ,up- 
on the robes of this Indian prince 
are set with many emeralds of a 
simiar size.

‘The color and brilliancy of this orna- 
ment can better be imagined than de- 
scribed. 'The lighter stones are set 
off by borders of the dar emeralds, 
those forming a fringe around the 
lower edge being of immense size and 
value. Scarcely less beautiful is the 
tassel of pearls Which hans from the 
left side of the rajah’s turban, Fach 
string in the tassel represents a for- 
tune. In each the pearls have been 
carefully graded as to size, and each 
is tipped wilh a pompon of silk. The 
cap of jewels which covers the ra- 
jah’s silk turban is a mass of various 
gems to match his collar, The edge 
is formed of diamond pendants. 
Five, great . ropes of pearls, price- 
less in value, constitute the chief 
treasure of the Rajah of Nizam, A 
single pearl from these might well 
make its owner an object of envy. 
Among the pearls here and there are 
strung other gems, the better to dis- 
play their beauty After his pearls 
the rajeh prizes most his gold coro- 
net. That in the centre particularly 
is of great size and beauty.

The half-yearly statement of the Do- 
minion Bank has been published, and 
shareholders haye reason to feel grati- 
fied with the results attained. For 
the six months ended June 30th the 
net profits of this bank were $237,777, 
equal to 7.92 per cent, on its capital of 
$3,000,000. ‘'wo quarterly dividends 
of 21-2 per cent,, amounting to $150,- 
000, were paid shareholders. On Dec- 
ember 31st last the balance at credit 
of mene and loss account was $134,572, 
and by June 30th this had been in- 
creased to $222,350. ‘The reserve fund 
is unchanged at $3,500,000. Deposits 
in the Dominion Bank on the 30th ult. 
were $20,971,059, of which $3,620,792 
were non-interest bearing. Total 
liabilities to the public were $32,660,- 
861, while the total assets were $39,- 
646,407. The liquid or immediately 
available assets of the bank are pro-

Keystone Gompany Has Purchased 
the Harbor Property.

It was announced yesterday that 
Whitby harbor has been purchased 
by the Keystone Sugar Company, but 
80 carefully bad the negotiations been 
carried on that none but the principal 
parties were aware of them, he 
purchase includes the whole property 
and privileges ot the Whitby Harbor 
Company. Besides the harbor, 
wharyee, elevators, and other build- 
ings, this transfer will secure a splen- 
did site for the factory, with excellent 
water and rail facilities, ample water 
supply and good drainage possibilities. 
The amount inyolved is understood to 
be in the neighborhood of $60,000, 
Half a million is to be expended by 
the sugar company before the bonus 
of $25,000 from the town is due, ‘The 
factory is to be completed and in 
operation for the beet campaign of 
1906-7. Over a thousand acres of beets 
for Berlin are being grown this, the 
third, season in the territory east of 
Toronto that will be tributary to the 
factory at Whitby. This will be 
amply increased next year,

One of the most impudent pieces 
of forgery, However, that T ever came 
across Was a cheque raised from £5 
to £500. ‘he forger had evidently 
relied on colossal inpudence carry- 
ing him through, for he had simply 
added « couple of ciphers, and then 
between the words ‘‘five'’ and 
“pounds” had placed an omission 
mark and written the word ‘‘hun- 
dred’’ above, adding the initials to 
give the thing a look of 

CARELESS GENUINENESS. 
It was so astounding a piece of cool 
audacity that we had bets on the 
cheque, two of my assistants declar- 
ing it to be O.K., whilé the other 
three and myself declared it to be 
a forgery. Further enquiries, of 
course, proved that the opinion of 
the mafority was the correct one: 

Tt is marvellous what a vast nu 
ber of signatures some clerks will 
carry in their mind’s eye, as it were, | 
and thus be able to pass cheques by 
the thousand without once haying to 
refer to the signature books. We had | 
ayclerk here a few years ago who 
was little less than a wonder, He 
knew perfectly the signatures of at 
least five thousand customers, and | 
could detect the alteration of a 
stroke in any one of them in an 
instant. 

More remarkable still was the fact 
that He recognized with equal facility 
the signatures of those customers 
whose cheques only came in once or 
twice a year. But he made an art 
of his work, and I afterwards  dis- 
covered that most of his evenings 
Were spent in studying and 


LEARNING THE SIGNATURES 


of the customers, for he was a won- 
derful hand. at copying writing, and 
Whenever a new signature would 
come in, one with which he was not 
acquainted, he would at once fac- 
simile it in his pocket-book, and by 
the next morn’ng would be able to 
recognize it among ten thousand. 

Signature clerks are not, as a rule, 
supposed to make copies of custom- 
ers’ autoeraphs, but many of them 
do, and some men are clever enough 
at the work to even deceive them- 
selves. 

Cf course, it is understood that 
when the signature clerks are not 
examiniig cheques they are studying 
the autograph books in order to 
familiarize themselves with the 
caligraphy of every customer. Fach 
cheque, you must understand, passes 
throvgh the hands of cach clerk in 
turn, so thet if one should pass a 
forgery or a ‘‘vaised!’. draft, it is 
very unlikely that the entire staf 
would do so, - All these cheques, of 
course, come through the clearing 
house, and if we should. pass a forged 
draft and not find out our mistake 
before three o'clock in the afternoon 
our bank would he 

IELD RESPONSIBLE, 

One of the commonest dodges 
adopted by the modern cheque forger 
is to get a customer of some small 
country bank to introduce him to 
that institution as a likely depositor. 
On the recommendation of the friend 
(who is probably quite unaware that 
the acquaintance he made, some few 
months ago is a ‘wrong ‘un'’) there 
is no difficulty in accepting their 
new cli nt’s cheque for £2,000, and 
the following day, when the same 
customer calls and withdraws £100 
or £500, as the case may be, he is 
politely handed the cash and then, of 
course, loses no time in sipping the 
town. After the bogus ig Send 
chégue has passed through the clear- 
ing house it is returned to the bank 
on which it has beon drawn und the 
fraud is at once discove red,

HOW HIS MAJESTY’S FOOD IS 
PREPARED.

A Wonderful System of Prepara- 
tion Is Carried. 
Out. 


It is often said that the meals of 
His Majesty King Mdward when he 
is at home at one of the Royal pal- 
aces are prepared like those of any 
other personage of refined taste, 
wealth, and high degree; but this is 
not strictly true, for a upique and 
little-known system obtaiils in the 
King’s kitchens. 

To begin with, the Royal chef car- 
ries out his duties in an unusual 
manner, This official is a French- 
man of great experience and a cook 
of extraordinary capability, who is 
rewarded for his services with a 
most liberal yearly salary and with 
free lodging near the Royal palace. 
It is his business to superintend only 
the King’s lunch and dinner, and he 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
breakfast. 

He arrives at the palace at which 
the King is resident at about eleven 
o'clock each day, and forthwith re- 
ceives from Lord Farquhar, the Mas- 
ter of the Household, the menus 
Which have been selected for the day. 
Thereupon he gives the necessary or- 
ders for provisions, and remains in 
the kitchen until lunch has been 
served. ‘Then he is at liberty to 
depart for a short period, returning 
again at six o'clock, when he attends 
to the preparation of 

THE ROYAL DINNER. 


When this is completed he presents a 
bill for the day’s expenses and re- 
ceives a cheque for the amount from 
the Treasurer. That is the end of 
the day's cooking so far as he is con- 
cerned. 

But while he has been at work in 
the*kitchens a really wonderful pro- 
cess of preparation Has been carried 
out. When their Majesties are ready 
for dinner the scene in the kitchen is 
one of perfect order and readiness. 
Iverything is in its proper place, and 
while the cold dishes which were pre 
pared during the morning stand on a 
table, surrounded if necessary by ice, 
the birds and other such dainties 
which are to be served up cooked to 
a second are ready to hand. 

At the same moment the hors d’ 
acuyres are sent forward to an antc- 
room, which in the case of Bucking- 
ham Palace is two or three hundred 
yards from the kitchen. All the as- 
sistants are clad in perfectly spotless 
linen, they all work by the clock, 
and each dish is commenced and fin- 
ished to within qa minute of the ap- 
pointed time. The Royal chef walks 
round and superintends, but his as 
sistants are so well drilled in their 
respective duties that he seldom 
needs to give an order, though here 
and there he offers a suggestion for 
the further perfection of some little 
dainty. During this time he is him-}

MASTERPIECE OF THE TABLE, 

which he takes particularly under his 
own care. 

Outside the door of the dining-hall 
there is an apartment where the final 
touches are given to the delicate and 
costly preparations, At Buckingham 
Palace it contains a hot table, upon 
Which the dishes rest in readiness for 
their distribution to the table  at-

thority here is clad in immaculate 
even'ng-dress und wears white gloves, 
and in a voice which is rarely raised 
above a Whisper he gives the minut- 
est: directions as to what is to be 
| done with each particular’ item on 
the menu from the moment when it 
leaves the ante-room and passes {in- 
ally from his care. ‘ 
Relays of men and women bearers 
convey ail these dishes fron: the 
kitchen to the ante-room.

He of Leicester Has Many Claims 
to Fame. 


Though ho was born over 34 years 
ago, one of the least of the claims to 
distinction of the venerable Tar) of 
Leicester, who is now seriously ill, 
is that he is numbered among the 
patriarchs of the British peerage, He 
is in many ways absolutely unique 
aniong Wnglish nobles, He has been 
the father of eighteen children, of 
whom fourteen survive, and he num- 
hers among his sons-in-law four earls, 
a viscount and @ baron. ‘There is a 
difference in age of close on half a 
century between his eldest daughter, 
Lady Powerscourt, and his youngest 
son. He is at once a great-grand- 
father several times over and the 
proud father of a boy of cleven. Per- 
haps, However, the most astonishing 
thing about the earl’s family history 
is the fact that he married his second 
wife, the present countess, exactly 
100 years after his father married 
his first. Lord Ronald Gower once 
mentioned the amazing fact to Queen 
Victoria, who was pretty well posted 
on the family history of the peerage, 
but it so staggered her that she re- 
fused to believe it without docu- 
mentary proof. y

example of the good results of the 
simple life—the real simple life; that 
is, not that counterfeit of which’ self- 
approving -votaries write to © the 
papers.

BOUNTIFUL CORN CROP. 


110,000 Bushels. 


A New York despatch says: ‘The 
Journal of Commerce says: The July 
report of the statistician of the De- 
partment of Agriculture promulgated 
on Tuesday evening, Was a particul- 
arly favorable document. The report 
contains the department’s first state- 
ment of the corn crop, which starts 
with a condition of 87.8, against 
86.4 Iast July, and the area, 94,- 
011,000 acres, has been but twice ex- 
cecded, namely: in the years 1902 
anl 1899. On this acreage, the sta- 
tistician of the New York Produce 
Exchange, Henry Heinzer, figures an 
indicated crop of corn 2,651,110,000 
bushels, which comparing with last 
year's harvest, is an increase of 183,- 
600,000. ‘The 1899 crop (as com- 
puted by the census bureau) showed 
2,666,440,000 bushels.

King Edmund was one of the Past

GUARD PROTECTS PUBLIC, 
Queen Victoria was in the habit of 
} remarking that there was one coun- 
try in the world where monarchs and 
the monarchy were safe, and to this 
might be added that her personality 
had much to do with making — this 
generalization true. But if monarchs 
are safe in England, and if, as I 
believe, they have nothing to fear 
from political murderers, there is al- 
ways the chapter of accidents to con- 
sider. Some stray lunatic, a men- 
tally diseased doctrinaire, an aben 
misanthrope, may cause royalty — in- 
convenience—even a madman can Kill. 
Then again, paradoxical as it will 
seem, one of the reasons why royalty 
must be watched by detectives is to 
protect any assailant or madman or 
suspected person. The anger of a 
mob, righteously indignant when it 
sees any suspicious movement which 
it fancies is antagonistic towards the 
object of its enthusiastic plaudits, 
does not carefully balance its judg- 
ment. A fool choosing the moment 
of a procession to present a petition 
might be torn in pieces by a pardon- 
ably sensitive crowd of loyalists. 
There is particularly good reason 
for these precautions in the case of 
a distinguished foreign visitor pass- 
ing in state through our streets. Ig- 
norant of our national laws and cus- 
toms and a desire to express some 
personal sentiments of welcome, or 
to draw attention to a real or im- 
aginary grievance, a foreigner may 
press his way throvgh a crowd and 
be seen making for the royal car- 
riage with an un-Pnglish ardor sure 
to be attributed by an English crowd 
to an unfriendly intention. The re 
sult can be easily foreseen. It is to 
prevent all such unpleasant contre- 
temps that detectives never leave 
the immediate presence of royalties 
at such times. 
RULERS SECRETLY SHADOWED. 


When a royal visitor, or the presi- 
dent of a friendly republic, is in this 
country, from the moment he arrives 
his movements are watched and fol- 
lowed by the most skilful detective 
force available. “He is never left un- 
guarded, and the places he intends 
visiting are made the object of vigi- 
lant detective investigation some 
days before, during, and after his 
arrival. His program is communi- 
cated to the police in advance of its 
becoming public. From that moment 
any unusual incident occurring at 
the places named is instantly report- 
ed and investigated. Even the  in- 
quiries of the merely curious are 
noted, the arrival of suspicious par- 
cels is considered, and the move- 
ments of strangers are not overlook- 
ed. All these things have to be done 
with the utmost circumspection. We 
are not living in Russia with all its 


abominable and utterly ineffectual 
system of espionage and police 
papers. Our methods must always! 


be consistent with the rights of Eng- 
lishmen to travel free from suspicion 
and unmolested with impertinent in- 
quiries from officials.

THE CZAR'S SAFETY 
In 1896 the czar and czarina came 


to England, and I am bound to say 
that this was the most anxious pc r- 
iod I have ever experienced. Balmor- 
al has many pleasant memories for 
me, but the time I now refer to was 
a perfect nightmare, ‘The recent his- 
tory of Russia, the stories told us 
by the czar's secret police officials 
who attended him here, combined 
with the news of our own agents 


who reported mysterious movements 
from three distinct centers, all added 
to our worries. Vo follow the czar 
wherever he went was in itself a 
sufficient anxiety, and he was never 
left alone. Shooting, walking, riding 
eating and even sleeping, he had al- 
ways close at hand one of our most 
trusted officers, generally Supt.

ARMY CRITICIZED. 


Col. Gough Says British Cavalry 
Is Weak. 

The latest severe critic of the army 
is Lieutenant-Colonel R. de la_ P-. 
Gough, of the British army. In the 
case of Col. Gough it is the cavalry 
which is criticized. Col, Gough says 
that the cavalry is the greatest 
strategical arm, and one of the 
most essential parts of an army, and 
as such it is the special instrument 
in the hands of the chief of tie 
whole force. Col. Gough said that 
one of the most serious dangers 
which would beset the army in the 
next great campaign undertaken 
would be the appalling weakness in 
the cavalry. He said that the army 
required from eight to ten more 
cavalry regiments. Another impor- 
tant matter which demanded the 
careful consideration of the chiefs of 
armies and their headquarters staff 
was the economical employment of 
cavalry, which should be used only 
when there was some useful object it 
could fulfill.

“There are only six precious 
stones,’’ said Mr. Streeter, the well- 
known London dealer, ‘‘the diamond, 
emerald, ruby, sapphire, opal and 
cat’s-eye. The sapphire is really 
only a blue ruby, and though it pos- 
sesses a special title it has no right 
to it. "lhe rest are semi-precious. 
Pearls, of course, rank with precious 
stones, though they are not stones, 
even if precious.’ 

Most people will be surprised to 
hear how high the cat’s-cye ranks, 
but then they will be surprised to 
find how wide is the range of semi- 
precious stoncs 

You can buy a carbuncle as large 
as your little finger-nail for 1s., an 
‘amethyst of the same size for 5s., 
und thence upward, through all sorts 
of unheard-of stones, to the topaz 
lat £1. 

But the precious stones themselves 
rank only as semi-precious stones at 


times. For instance, here is a sap- 
phire 7 inches across, which only 
yanks as a semi-precious stone be 


cause it is not properly crystalized, 
‘and cannot be cut—and a ruby as 
big as the back of your hand. If 
they were the real thing they would 
be worth untold gold.

‘To illustrate how possible such an 
increase is, and how millions can 
make millions, let us take one year— 
that of 1890—in Mr. Rockefeller’'s 
race for riches.

GIRL, CLERKS COLLAPSE. 


High Pressure From New Inven- 
tion Causes Breakdown. 


An alarming outbreak of neuritis, 
amounting almost to an epidemic, 
las occurred among the women 
clerks in the telegraph department of 
the General Post-oflice, London, Png- 
land. 

he outbreak is due to the large 
reductions in the staff which have 
recently taken place, and to the 
fact that the existing staff of women 
clerks is terribly overworked. 

Miss Mabel Hopg, head of the wo- 
men’s branch of the Postal Tele- 
graph Clerk’s Association, who her- 
self works in the telegraph depart- 
ment of the General Post-office, de 
clares that « large number of qgoung 
wonten were now absent from work 
owing to nervous breakdown. 

‘Auer since the introduction of 
what is known as the inter-communi- 
cation sWitch,”’ she said, ‘‘the girls 
have had to work at greater 
suro, and cases of nervous break- 
down have become much more num- 
erous than was formerly the case. 

“Pho department especially affect- 
ed is tha Metropolitan Gallery, I 
used to work there myself, and I 
found that the strain was almost un- 
bearable. 

“The girls themselves perhaps are 
partly to blame, for, while the men 
elerks will not do more than a cer- 
tain amount of work, the women are 
much more industrious, and work at 
high pressure the whole time.

C.P.R. Double Track. 


A Montreal despatch says :—‘‘The 
arrival of Vice-President Whyte, of 
the C.P.R. from the west to-day is a 
sign ot the final settlement, one way 
or the other, of the question of double- 
tracking the main line between Win- 
nipeg and Fort William. This state- 
ment is made on well informed 
authority. This important improve- 
ment for the Western lines has for 
many months been in the balance, and 
since the last annual meeting of the 
— urd of Directors here new deyel DP 
wents have threatened alternately 
to ratify or nullify the project time 
and again. The possibility of the 
sanction of the huge appropriation 
that would be needed to carry on, this 
work, running it is said close to 
$10,000,000, has interferred with the 
appropriations for many other smaller 
improvements, and the company has 
decided finally to close up the matter. 

This construction of the second 
track is chiefly for the purpose of 
facilitating the wheat moyement in 
the fall. But the company has yet to 
decide whether the advantage ip this 
matter for two months of the year 
would warrant the yast original ex- 
penditure and also the maintenance of 
the road way forthe other ten months. 
It is said that the company is also 
wary of the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
wishes to get a clinch on the business 
at competing points.

AMERICAN CRIMINAL TRIALS. 


Secretary Taft Scores His Country 
for Laxity in Appeals. 


At the graduating exercises of the 
Yale Jaw school, Secretary of War 
William H. Taft delivered the ad- 
dress to the class on ‘““‘The Adminis- 
tration of Criminal Law.” 

Secretary Taft's address was an 
argument against the introduction 
into the Philippines of trial by jury. 
He scored American laxity in the 
matter of appeals and compared this 
unfavorably with the laws in vogue 
in England.. In support of his ar- 
gument he stated that there had been 
in the United States, since 1885, 
181,951 murders and homicides, with 
a total of 2,286 executions. In con- 
clusion he said: 

“Certainly the result of the Am- 
erican criminal procedure eas distin- 
guished from the Engtish criminal 
procedure docs not encovrage us to 
think it would be wise to introduce 
into the Philippine Islands a system 
of jury trial which now prevails in 
most of the States, especially under

WEAK HEART IS A BOGEY. 


English Physician Thinks There 
Is Too Much Coddling. 


The weightiest of warnings has 
been delivered by Dr. James Good- 
hart, LL.D., addressed both to the 
public and to the medical profession, 
against the evils of treating healthy 
hearts as diseased. 
Dr. Goodhart’s admonition was 
given in the course of his Cavendish 
lecture to the West London Medico- 
Chirurgical Society at Hammersmith 
Town Hall, 

“It is a harmful thing for any 
one to coddle his heart when there 
is no discase, and I think we (the 
| medical profession) are far too in- 
strumental in aiding and abetting 
this,’’ he declared. 

Commenting on the way tho terms 
“dilated heart,” and ‘“‘heart strain’* 
were abused, he said that the last 
case he had was that of a young 
man who complained that ho had 
strained his heart while rowing three 
years ago, and that the organ still 
“ran away” if he did anything vio- 
jlent. The truth, however, was that 
}the man’ was a Weakling, with no-

A sluggish circu-|disease of the heart. The treatment 


for it, if it could be adopted, would 
be to send him rough-riding over a 
cattle ranch for a year oF tivo, for 
his heart and muscular system need- 
ed more work and not less. 


“One may deal a little less cx- 
travagantly with the principle of 
rest. I often see, as JI think, this 
treatment pushed too far. I sce 


people absolutely forbidden to wall 
uphill, or ‘exercised’ in a bath chair, 
or carried up and down stairs. 

“We do far more good by_ pro- 
nouncing people sound, even if out 
of health, and thus sending them 


forth with renewed hope, than by 
keeping them the chains of uncer- 
| tainty and nervous dread, than 


which nothing can be more crushing 
to tho utility of a life or more harm- 
ful to the chance of regaining health. 
“I know of no symptems of a 
‘weak heart.’ Yet the use of the 
term leads either to a state of ner- 
vous dread from which recovery 18 
most difficult, or clse to a life of lix- 
urious idleness, which, by the enerva- 
tion it causes, is likely, sooner or 
later to be precedent to the end it 
would seck to avoid.”

Sir Wilfrid Laurier’’ Discovered

Three years ago the Government 
steam dredge Sir Wilfrid, while on its 
maiden yoyage, was lost in a storm 
between Newcastle and Port Hope.

PEED AFFECTS PRODUCTS, 


Green grass, clover and carrots are 
| Well known to give a yellow. color 
to mill and butter, Of the grains, 
{corn and oats probably tend to pro- 
;duco a milk most satisfactory for 
| general household use. On the other 
hand, buckwheat middling has the 
most injurious effect. The feed af- 
fects the hardness of the butter, that 
i its ability to stand up in hot 
‘weather, and also its gri Corn 
and oats make a good grained but- 
jter, wheat bran and linseed meal a 
poor grained, while if buckwheat 
|middlings are fed in large quantities 
a butter is produced that looks and 
cuts like lard, Gluten meal rich 
lin fat makes a soft butter, while cot- 
tonseed meal has the nwst pro- 
nounced effect of all the feeds in 
making the butter hard, writes Mr. 
W. W. Cooke, 

The phase of the question most 
interesting to the dairyman is, what 
should be fed to increase the amount 
of fat in the milk. So far no satis- 
factory aflirmative answer has been 
given. The present beliet of those 
who have studied the problem most 
| thoroughly is that feed does not af- 
fect the richness of the milk, that is, 
|the pounds of butter fat in cach 
hundred pounds of milk. The pres- 
ent doctrino is that cach cow has her 
own normal richness of milk, due to 
her individuality und her ancestry. 
This richness varies in different cows; 
in somo it is three pounds fat per 
hundred pounds milk, others four 
/ Pounds, some five pounds and an few 
still higher. Any good, healthy food 
given in proper quantity will bring 
{the cow up to this normal quality of 


milk and after that no change of 
food can change quality, cither to 
make it richer or poorer. 

The helief is prevalent that when 


cows are turned to pasture in the 
spring, the change from dry feed to 
wet induces a large flow of poorer 
milk. Indeed, this idea is so ground- 
‘ed in dairy thought, that it is in- 
corporated in the laws of somo 
states that allow a poorer quality of 
‘railk to be so'd during May and June 
than during the rest of the year. I 
have tested this matter both with 
| my own herd and with some three 
hundred cows helonging to several 


different farms and representing wide- 
ly varying, envolonment, feed and 
care, In some cases the milk im- 


proved slightly when the cows went 
to pasture, in some it changed in the 
‘opposite direction. The average was 
| Practically no change. 
There is usually a variation be- 
tween the quality of the milk pro- 
duced in the morning and in the 
The rule is that the richer 
that 
{occurs after the shorter number of 
between milkings. If the milk- 
ing is done in the winter at 7 o'clock 
in the morning and 5 oclock in the 
evening, the evening’s milk will be 
the richer, for there are only ten 
jhours between the morning: and even- 
ing milkings. After allowance has 
been made for all these causes there 
is still a daily and weelkSy fluctuation 
in the richness of the milk due to 
causes as yet unknown. But the 
fact of this variation is certain. 
right has a powerful influence to 
take the fat out of milk. If the cow 
is driven to the barn by a barking 
cur, if she is beaten with the milk 
stool, o less quantity of a poorer 
guality of milk is sure to result. If 
she stands out in vero weather until 
chilled, or is compelled to occupy a 
cold stable, the owner is punished 
for his lack of kindness by a decided 
lack of milk and cream. In general, 
it can be said that anything that 
makes the cow uncomfortable in mind 
or body will both lessen the quantity 
of milk and decrease the percent. of 
fat. 

The quantity of milk can be varied 
between large extremes and it can be 
said in general that a cow of the 
true dairy type gives more mill, the 
more food she digests. If a richer 
milk is desired, it must be obtained 
by getting a different cow. In con- 
cise language, obtain quality of milk 
by breeding, and quality by feeding.

In order for hogs to tlirive in pas- 
ture some shade must be provided, 
Tho ho loves a cool, damp shade, 
where he can lie during the heat of 
the day.

A four-pound duck can be put on 
the table in eight weeks from tho 
time it is hatched. The farmer who 
raises 100 ducks can Have roast duck 
twice a week nearly every week in 
the year. The duck can be raised on 
any Kind of food that the hog will 
consume, 

An emulsion of coal oil and water, 
or kerosene and water, in proportion 
of one to five parts, is preferred by 
some for painting the interiors of 
buildings, to kill lice and preserve 
the woodwork. It should be very 
thoroughly mixed by churning or 
Shaking togethor, and may be applied 
with a force pump with spray nozzle. 
The same mixture is good in case of 
roup, and is also used successfully to 
remove scales on hens’ legs. 

When one has to run his farm with 
little efficient Help, especially during 
haying, harvest ant stacking  sea- 
sons, he is not slow in appreciating 
the difference between his cows and 
sheep, During those times his sheep 
are taking care of themselves, leav- 
ing him all his time to devote to 
other work, while his cows require 
his attention for a couple of hours 
morning, and evening, Sundays and 
rainy days just the same.

Wonderful Fabric That Took Three 
Years to Weave. 


Persia is famous for carpets, but 
a finer example of the weaving of 
that country has probably never been 
seen than that which has just been 
presented to the King by the Shah 
of Persia. A special mission has 
been sent to England to bring the 
carpet, which was so big that it was 
impossible to open it out in tho 
Persian Legation when it arrived in 
London. Its size and the richness 
of its quality mark it at once as a 
coyering for a State drawing-room. 
A Persian carpet of average size 
takes from six months to a year to 
make, the whole of the work being 
hand done. A large number of 
Weavers were employed on King 
Tdward’s carpet as soon as the Shah 
returned to Persia from England, 
and every means was taken to expe 
dite its manufacture, but so great 
was the task that almost three years 
elapsed before the weavers declared 
their work finished, Woven into the

The London Daily Mall says: In 
the last few years the military prob- 
lem in India has been completely 
transformed by the rapid extension of 
the new Russian railways southward 
through Central Asia. ‘Three years 
ago, at the close of the Boer War, 
there was only one Russian ine 
which approached the Afghan fron- 
tier, and this was the Transcaspian 
Railway, It was not in uninterrup- 
ted communication with the railway 
system of European Russia, and to 
reach its terminus on the eastern 
shore of the Caspian troops had to 
be conveyed in steamers across the 
stormy wate of the Caspian Sea. 
Now, how r, a new military line 
Nas Leen completed’ from Orenburg, 
in European Russia, to Tashkend, 
which is on the Transcaspian system, 
and troops can be sent direct from 
St. Petersburg or Moscow to Central 
Asia.

The fabric is cream colored, and may 
be washed repeatedly without injur- 
ing the surface. It is well adapted 
for tennis and Jounging suits. Suffi- 
cient cloth for a jacket, waistcoat, 
and trousers costs only 10 marks, or 
$2.50, and still cheaper garments 
are made for laborers.

For such use, however, raw mater- 
jals even cheaper than finished paper 
are sought. Spinning mill refuse, 
consisting of very short, smooth 
fibres that cannot be spun, goes as 
a rule, to the paper mills, Many at- 
tempts to utilize this material have 
been made in spinning mills, and ex- 
periments in spinning it wet suggest- 
ed the idea of farther comminuting 
the short fibres in paper machines. 
In this way a thin fibrous paste was 
produced. This, when poured on 
sleves, yielded a thin, soft paper, 
which partially dried and cut into 
narrow strips, could be spun Into 
yarn. Other cheap paper stock, in- 
cluding wood pulp, can be converted 
into yarn by o similar process, and 
so spinning and paper-making mect. 

One brand of these cellulose or 
woodpulp yarns ts called silvalin, 
During the last ten years many sim- 
jlar processes have been patented. 
The manufacture is still in the exper- 
imental stage, but definite progress 
has been maue, and the industry has 
a promising future before It. 
Resistance to the action of water 
another important quality in 
which fabrics differ greatly. Prof, 
Piuhl gives an example from 
experience, A lighter Jaden with 
grain in jute and canvas bags sank 
in the Volga. Thirty-six hours ofter- 
ward the canvas—flax—bags were 
raised, with their contents, but the 
Jute bags had disintegrated, so that 
the grain which they contained was 
lost. Jute yarns, however, with- 
stand several hours’ immersion, but 
wood pulp yarns fall apart after 
very brief soaking.

AS KING OF PRUSSIA. 

Though Emperor William receives 
no income as German Emperor his| 
income as King of Prussia amounts 
to about $4,000,000 per annum, The 
Imperor of Russia receives an  an- 
nual allowance of approximately $5,- 
000,000, and the Emperor of Aus- 
tria an annual allowance of more 
than $4,000,000. Both of these mon- 
archs receive additional allowances 
for certain definite purposes, 
both of them own vast landed 
tates far superior in acreage to the 
German Emperor's possessions. The 
Sultan of Turkey receives an annual 
allowance of $10,000,000, and 
King of Ttaly draws over $8,000,000 
per annuam, while the incomes of 
several monarchs of smaller States 
are nearly as large as that of the 
King of Prussia. The amount of $4,- 
000,000 granted annually to the 
German Emperor in his capacity of 
King of Prussia is 
revenues from State dominions which 
were formerly the private property of 
the Prussian royal house. Crown 
lands were handed over to the State, 
and in return the State pays a fixed 
annual income to the monarch, 


BIGGEST LAND OWNER. 


The Kaiser owns 83 landed estates 
comprising a total of 250,000 acres. 
He is the greatest land owner in Ger- 
many, and his possessions far exceed 
those of the three land owners whose 
estates rank next to his own in acre- 
age. These are the Prince of Plesse, 
who owns 125,000 acres, the Duke of 
Ujest, who owns 100,000 acres, and 
the Duke of Ratibon, whose estate is 
much smaller. Some of the land of 
the Kaiser's estates is rented to 
farmers, but the Emperor carries on 
business on his own account in sever- 
al parts of the country. The Kais- 
er's Workmen are all paid abnormally 
high wages, and all his employes re- 
ceive liberal pensions. in their old 
age or in case of sicknes: He also 
provides liberally for their widows 
and their children out of his private 
purse. <All these payments consume

Improved Sewing Machine. 


It is announced that a Lancashire, 
England, mechanic, Dennis Flanagan, 
has invented what has long been need- 
ed, but unsuccessfully attempted—a 
machine which will sew direct from 
tivo reels of thread,thus obyiating the 
winding of spools and threading of 
shuttles. Experts are quoted to the 
effect that if the inyention is put on 
the market ina thorough manner. it 
will reyolutionize the sewing machine 
trade of the world. It issaidthat Mr. 
Flanagan has been experimenting 
since 1889, and that, owing to the ma- 
chine sewing direct from two reels 0} 
thread, there is an absence of compli- 
cated mechanism, in consequence of 
which there is little chance of its get- 
ting out of order. A remarkable feat- 
ure 1s the yery small number of parts 
required in its construction,und as the 
cost of production will, comparatively 
speaking, be small, it is expected that 
the contrivance will be put on the 
market at a price far below that 
charged for most sewing machines,
